Call for Three Per Cents Causing 


Trouble, 

WASHINGTON, September 23.—Inquiry was 
made at the treasury department today in re- 
| gard to the published statement that the 
national banks are being greatly disturbed by 
the calling in of the 3 per cent bonds which 
form the principal basis of their circulation. 
It was learned that several of these institu- 
tiens have given notice of withdrawal from 
the system and that others are tryingto have 
their called bonds retained as a basis for circu- 
lation, preferring to forego the interest alto- 
gether iather than risk buying 4 per cents and 
4, per cents at the present high premium. It 
has always been held by the treasury depart- 
ment that when bonds ceased to bear interest 
they become unavailable as a basis for 
circulation. This ruling, however, lately has 
been contested by some of the banks, and the 
question has been referred to the attorney 
general for an opinion, Until this decision is 
rendered the department must, of course, ad- 
bere to its practice. In many cases, however, 
banks whose bonds have been called are de- 
fering their replacement, expecting, appar- 
entiy,a decision allowing those bonds to re- 
main. Inthe meantime, the comptroller of 
currency, treasurer and register are so busily 
engaged with replecements and withdrawals 
that it is not considered likely that the do- 
partment will be very exacting with banks 
hat have failed to surrender their called 
bonds. 

A letter was received today from a leading 
fipancier of New York, suggesting that as the 
exchange of bonds will lock up a good deal of 
money just at this time, when it is in great 
need fer moving crops, etc., it would not be 
well for the government to force banks beyond 
# reasonable degree of diligence in substitu- 
ting other bonds for the called threes. It is

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A HOPELESS CONTEST. 


Colonel William Elliott to Oppose Rebert 
Smalls in the “Black District,” 
CoLuMBIA, 8. C., September 23.—[Special.]— 
When South Carolina was redistricted, a few 
years ago, the democrats arranged ina very 
ingenious way the territory which should 
compose the seven congressional districts, 
They so cut and sliced the counties as to make 
it a sure thing for the democrats to 
elect six out of the seven congressmen. 
The utmost ingenuity could not devise any 
system of gerrymandering which wonld en- 
sure the election by the dominant party of all 
seven congressmen. It was therefore with 
good grace and commendable political wis- 
dom, not to speak of the justice involved in 
the arrangement, determined that the negroes 
should be massed in what is termed 
the “black district,’ and that this region of 
darkness should be given over to the republi- 
caps. This district containsso overwhelming 
a negro majority that nobody has imagined it 
within the range of possibility to elect in ita 
democratic representative. —Two years agoa 
very estimable citizen of Beaufort county, 
Colonel Wilban Ellictt, essayed a canvass in 
opposition to Robert Smalls, the colored con- 
gressman, but Elliott was overwhelmed by 
the horde of black voters, and Smalls was re- 
turned to congress. This year the attempt} is 
to be repeated by Colonel Elliott, who thinks 
his chances of success stronger now than 
two years ago. Upon what ground he 
basis his hopes of election it is hard 
to decide. The negro mpjority is fully as 
great as it wasthen. How is the majority to 
be overcome? Thisis the question. Perhaps 
the democratic nominee expects the republi- 
cans to split; but even should they split into 
three or four factions and place four different 
nominees in the field, the candidate of the 
democratic party would not have an easy 
to victory. There is no probability, however, 
of any split, and the fight will be a hopeless 
one. The best thing the democrats can do is 
to relinguish all claims epon the “black dis- 
trict.” 


A DULL CAROLINA CANVASS. 


The Democrats Meet With No Oppodsition—

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OIL WELLS 


Lightning Ignites Wells at Lima, Ohio, Do- 
ing Great Damage. 

LimMA, O., September 23.—This morning at 
7 o’clock this city was startled by a terrific 
clap of thunder. In a few minutes black 
clouds of smoke were seen rolling up from one 
of the oil wells on Brosherton’s land. The 
fire at once communicated with the tank, and 
in a few minutes all was on fire. At the same 
time the gas in a tank, 300 yards west, igni- 
ted.

THE BISHOP TO HIS PEOPLE. 


Address of Rev. Bartholomew Woodlock, 
of ireland, 

DvuBLIN, September 23.—Most Rey. Barthol- 
omew Woodlock, D. D., Roman Catholic bishop 
of the diocese of Ardagh and Clenomacreis, 
has issued an address to the people and clergy 
of his diocese. The bishop laments the pres- 
ent spiritual and temporal wants of bis people, 
and the suffering and oppression of the poor. 
He also speaks with pain of the prevalence 
and growth of secret societids, so frequently 
condemned by the church, and expresses fears 
for the peace and future of Ireland, 

“God alone,” the address declares, “can scat- 
ter these clouds and quell this tempest. Mean- 
while we exhort an oppressed people to be pa: 
tient while using every lawfal means to pro- 
tect themselves and their own, and we warn 
their oppressors of the account they must ren- 
der to God.” 

The bishop then conjures al! to observe the 
golden law of charity, but warns the people 
against the ‘revolutionary principles of secret 
societies.” 

“Tf,” he adds, “the®’day of national freedom 
seems to approach, people’s sins may cause ite 
advent to be deferred. Every crime will be 
not only used as an argument by Ireland’s 
eremies for refusing to accord her her rights, 
but will aleo render the people unworthy of 
God’s help.”

THE WELL KNOWN JOURNALIST 
BREATHES HIS LAST. 


Hie Death Last Night at His Home in Merietta—A 
Review of His Weil Known Career His Ser- 
vices as War Correspondent—His Life 
After the War—How Se Died, 


Manixetta, Ga, September 23.—[Special.]— 
After a long and painful illness, Colonel P. W. 
Alexander breathed his last tonight at eleven 
e’clock. His remains will be sent tomorrow 
te Columbus for interment. They will go by 
way of Opelika, reaching Columbus in the af- 
ternoon. The faneral services will be conduc- 
ted in the Episcopal church in Columbus Sat- 
=rday morning at ten o'clock. 

“| SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

Colonel P.W. Alexander has been a well 
known citizen of Georgia for more than forty 
years. He was bort in Elbert county, (ieor- 
gia, adout sixty-eight yeareago. Im 1541 he 
entered the State university,.and became a 
member of one of the famons classes of that 
inetititation. Among his classmates were 
Repismin H. Hill, Gustavus J. Orr, Judge 
Partiett and Richard H. Walker. 
In the vniversity at the same t.me 
were a number of stadents who were to be- 
come famous. Among them were Linton Ste: 
phene, J. L. M. Curry, Joseph Le Conte, Wm, 

H. Felton. Thomas R. R Cobb, Samuel Hall, 
t.. J. Gartrel}, A. ©. Garlington, E. H, Pottle 
and Joel A. Billups. 

Young Alexander took a high stand at the 
wniversity. While Ben Hill was developing 
his great powers of oratory and argument in 


the debates of the} Demosthenian society 
Peter Alexander was industrious: 
ly training himself in the 


art of English composition. Dr. Orr, who was 
one of his most intimate friends, says that he 
prepared his college essays with remarkable 
patience. While nearly all the other students 
would make a rough draught of their compo- 
sitions and then rewrite them for presenta- 
tion to the faculty, he would carefully write 
bis in full, write them a second, and thena 
third time, with marked improvements each 
time. He excelled almost all his fellow- 
students as a writer. 
respects, and when the honors of the class 
were awardei he was secoad only to Benjamin 
H. Hill. Immediately after his graduation 
from the unversity he studied law, and, in 
1#45, he was admitted tothe bar. He bogan 
to practice at Thomaston and was a successful 
Jawyer there for several years. He allied 
bimeelf with the whig‘ party and took 
a lively interest in politics. He aided his 
party frequently with his pen and his contri- 
butions to the political press attracted much 
attention. He was tendered the position of 
associate editorship of the Savannah Repubii- 
ean, then the leading organ of the whig party 
im Georgia. He gave up the law to accept this 
pesition, which was more congenial to his 
tastes and habits. 
AS AN EDITOR 

be became well known throughout the siate, 
and fer several years was the editor-ia-chief 
ef the Republican. About 1857 he resigned 
his position on that paper and returned to 
Thomaston, where he practiced law until the 
epening of the war. The secession agitation 
carried him into the thick of the discussions 
ef that stormy period. Like most of the “old 
line whigs,”’ he opposed secession and labored 
with all his power to avert it. On this 
line he was elected to the secession conven- 
tion, and in that body continued to the last 
his opposition to a disruption of the union. 
But after his state seceded he laid aside his 
personal views and entered with enthusiasm 
mte the cause of the confederacy. 

When hostilities began he went to the front 
as war correspondent of the Savannah Repub- 
lican and soon became famous in that capacity. 
His letters signed “P. W. A.” were copied and 
read in every portion of the south. They 
were remarkable for their graphic style and 
for the abundance and reliability of the infor 
mation they contained. Colonél Alexander 
gained the confidence of the confederate au- 
thorities, and had facilities as a correspondent 
which few, if any of his rivals, could obtain. 
Hiis letters aitracied attention beyond the 
limits of the United States, and resulted in 
his «employment as the correspondent of the 
London Times. The fulles} and best letters 
which went to England, concerning the war, 
were fiom his pen. lt was always a source of 


regret to Colonel Alexander’s friends that 
ke did not preserve a (full _ serie; 
of these letters. The demand for 


them did not cease with the end of the war. 
He was many times urged to collect as many 
ef them as he could, and publish themin some 
permanent form, For some reason he never 
did eco, He also declined several re- 
quests from publishers to write a volume of 
his reminiscences of the war. His contribn- 
tions to the ephemera! literature 
ef that time have, however, supplied 
much material to authors, north and south, 
who have written on the war. The Comte de 
Paris corresponded with Colonel Alexander 
when preparing his history of General Grant's 
eaimpaigns and obtained from him much infor- 
mation. His war correspondence made Colonel 
Alexander famous throughout the south. 

After the war be settled in Columbus and 
resumed the practice of the law in partnership 
with James M. Smith. 

In 1869 he was married to Miss Theresa 
Bherter, of Columbus, who, with three chil- 
dren, survives him. 

When Governor Smith entered the execu: 
tive office he tendered to Colonel Alexander 
the office of 

ATTORNEY GENERAL 

whieh was then in the giftof the governor. 
This flattering offer was declined, Colonel Al- 
exander preferring the position af private sec- 
retary to his partner and friend, and he was 
a aesociated with Governor Smith during the 
five years of his administration. At the ex- 
piration of that period Colonel Alexander 
moved to Marietta, purchasing the beautifal 
estate which has since been his home. 

He continued to participate in political af- 


fairs with more or less activity. 

~ “Yn 1550 he was chairman of the 
executive committee of that wing of

In 1884 he purchased an interest in 
the Macon Telegraph, and for abont eight 
months was managing editor of that paper.

A moment’s consiGeration will con- 
vince almost anyone that neither Wiggins nor any 
one else has any data upon which t& predict fur- 
ther earthquake disturbances of a s¢rious charac- 
terin this locality, and if no one bas any data 
predictions are wholl worthless, AS a 
weather prophet Wiggipa’s reputation is about 
worthless, andif he knows little or nothing about 
the weather, to which he appears to devote a good 
deslof time, what folly itis to eredit him with 
knowledge of earthquakes, about which he doubt- 
le:s knows no more than any other manof average 
education and intelligence. If those who have 
spent yeers in the study of earthauakes do not 
pretend to make predictions resp cting them, 
surely no faith should be placed in the predictious 
of aman like Wiggins. It was stated by scientists 
who have msde a careful study of other earth- 
quakes that in all probability the great shock of 
August 21 would be followed by other shocks 
of a minor character, which would  con- 
tinue through several weeks, This statement was 
not a prediction, but an opinion based upon Care- 
fully collected data. This opinion is being proven 
tobe correct, and unless there shall be an excep- 
tion to what appears to be be the very general rule 
respecting earthquakes of the character of the one 
which continues to disturb us, there will be no 
more severe shocks. There is no reason to think 
there will be an exception in this instance. Let 
timid and nervous people, therefore, feel assured 
that all danger is past, and that Wiggins’s predic- 
tions, although not very alarming, are to be re- 
garded with amusement rather than fear.

Death of Colonel. P. W. Alexander. 

One of the best known citizens of Georgia 
passed away. when Colonel P. W. Alexander 
breathed his last at his home in Marietta. 
For forty years he was a well known figure 
in this state. He achieved some reputation 
as a lawyer, but was best known and exerted 
his most decided influence as an editor, and 
especially as a war correspondent during the 
civil strife, and in the latter capacity he was 
the most distinguished of the writers on the 
side of the south. Since the war Colonel 
Alexander took an active interest in politics 
np to the time when his failing health con- 
fined him closely to his family circle. He 
was an accomplished, scholarly gentleman,

We have had some very vain men in pub- 
jie life. Old General Scott once tried to 
paralyze the British army by showing him- 
self. He mounted a log on this side of the 
Niagara river and struck ah attitude. ‘‘Let 
them see me,”’ he said. The British sta- 
pidly refused to be awed, and commenced 
fring at the general, whereupon he made 
himeelf less conspicuous. 

Charles Sumner thought a good deal of 
himeelf. To a friend who asked him, ‘‘How 
goes the world:’’ the ponderous senator re- 
plied, ‘All wrong, sir, all wrong: Iam not 
well,”’

by the side of Roscoe Conkling, if we are to 
believe the revelations in that lively book, 
“Ten Years Among the Senators?’ The 
writer says: 

Mr. Conkling recognized nothing above himself 
save aione the Godhead’ You remember the story 
ef the senator’s interview with the Sunday-school 
boy at Utica: “Do you know wholam”’ ‘Yes: 
you are the great senator from New York” 
“Right, my son; but you must remember what 
your teacher will tell you—that there is One 
greater than I." Equals there were none; Nature, 
im his opinion, had not been thus lavish. Two

The haughty, arrogant selfishness of the 
man when he entered the senate was abso- 
_hutely appalling. He at once laid claim to 
leadership, and picked a personal quarrel 
with every man who stood in his way. He 
selected a seat reserved by courtesy for the 
eldest member, because the place showed 
him off to advantage. 

He avoided the society of his fellows, put- 
ting on the airs of a lion among jackals, 
Now that he isa thing of the past people 
wonder that the senate submitted to him. 

igotism is a power and when it is backed 
by brains, and an utter want of consideration 
for the feelings of others men will yield 
to it. Conkling posed as the embodiment 
of all wisdom and all purity. He treated 
the arguments of others with contempt or 
answered them with stinging sarcasm and 
bitter irony. His opponents did not care to 
have him always looking down upon them 


from a pinnacle of lofty scorn, and with two 


or three notable exceptions they kept out of 
his way. 

The man’s power was so great that he had 
to undo himself. In a devilish fit of temper 
he threw his party into a minority in the 
senate, and the offense was not forgiven. 
Like an enraged scorpion he stung himself 
to death. 

Conkling’s career, although a failare, is 
one of sivygular interest, It shows how ready 
the masses are to follow the leadership of 
one who will take no second place, one who 
is determined to rule orruin, It takes brains 
to act swth a role. Conkling had them, 
He had a clear, bright intellect, but super- 
hg — of mastering a difficult

With our population increasing at the rate 
of 2,000,000 a year, and with the potentiali- 
ties of the country barely touched, we stand 
in no danger of the overproduction of edu- 
cated men among our workers. .Germany’s 
experience does not fit our case, and conveys 
no warning to us.

Great Progréss of the Témperaince Cause in 
the Past Twenty Years. 

There is no country, perhaps, in the world 
that has made more progress on the term peran ® 
question in the past twenty years than En- 
gland, writes a London correspondent of The 
Boston Advertiser. Heavy drinking, sccom- 
panied by brutal and vulgaf sports, were not 
long since common to every class of society. It 
hatnot been over hslf a century when even some 
of the churvhes were used for secular purposes 
with as much freedom as town halls, while the 
phrase, ‘drunk ag a lord,” fuund its use through 
actual experience, this cless of people having 
the reputation of being inimoderate in their 
living. Ministers and laymen, masters and 
tervants, magistrates, judges, nobles, and 
sovereigns not long sinde looked not only upon 
frequent ‘‘tippling,” but heavy drinking, with 
the eye of charity. 

When I say that the habit of drinking has 


srestiy changed, I do not by any means infer | 
that 


ere is nota tremendous amount of it 
done in this country. Why, every servant and 
dressmaker that comes to the house, ash-man, 
“garbage-chucker,’’ charwoman, and, in fact, 
every mab sérvant and maid servant, even the 
porter who brings your luggage to the door, 
will wait for a mug of beer for his individual 
services. If you say that you have ho beer 
inthe honse, he will extend his big dexter 
hand fortwopenceto buy a needful article. 
And itis not only the laboring, the common, 
or the middle classes of society who are the 
sujects of regular drinking, but there is not a 
table ina hundred among the better people 
but bas its beer and two or three kinds of wine, 
with a little “hard stuff’ to wind up with. 

I will give one or two examples, without 
mentioning names, which ‘will give a good and 
interesting illustration of the ancient practice 
of drinking and the extreme reluctanceof these 
people to give up an ancient custon),

But he 
knew it was ancient usage to have it on his 
table: that a table would not be complete with- 
out it; that some of his guests enjoyed a glass 
of good wine, he fornised it, and did not give 
any lecture or adviceagainst the usage. 

But another and certainly the most singu- 
lar, practice came under my observation a few 
Sundaysago. I was asked to preach that morn- 
ing in one of the oldest churchesin the “old” 
city of London, and the following was my ex- 
perience, which illustrates the observance of 
ancient customs, the little harm there was 
once supposed to be in wine-drinking, and an 
American’s impression of such old and historic 
surroundings. As I entered the porch of the 
church, I was met by the beadle; yes, the very 
old beadle, as real and impatient as Dicken; so 
frequently and cunningly describes. He was 
not dressed as the regular church verger, in a 
silk gown and he did not wear that solemn 
and almost sepulchral expresion, but he was 
dressed in the finest of blue broadcloth, with 
an elaborate and richly embroidered profusion 
of gold lace and gilt buttons, and with the 

Jeasantest face and welcoming smiles, stately 

earing, and yet with the most polite manners, 
be ushered meinto the vestry room. Then, 
with a bow and a smile, he said: “Will you 
takesherry or port, sir?’ Onthe table, on a 
salver, were two goodsized decanters contain- 
ing the aforesaid wines,and with them wasa 
plate cf sweet biscuits. 
- I smiled at the Sunday and “churchly” dis- 
play and the beadJe, noticing it, said that some 
two hundred or three hundred years ago there 
wasa good woman ofthe parish who, dying, left 
acertainsum for the purchase ‘of wine and 
sweetcakes for the clergy, and since that time 
‘wine and cakes’’ have been regularly supplied 
at each service. No half-dozed clergy would 
care to empty the decanters on these occasions, 
and the question is how large has the bequest 
of “the good woman” grown, and is it all spent 
in sherry and port, and if so, what must be the 
contents of this wine cellar. 


The Georgia Prohibition Contest. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

The prohibition movement in Georgia, 
which began in spots in the form of a local option 
canvass, has assumed such proportions that the 
prohibition leaders now boldly proclaim their in- 
tention to make a fight for the coming legislature, 
with a view to the passage of a prohibitory amend- 
ment to the state constitution. The battle is being 
made inside the democratic party lines on the 
nomination of candidates to the house and sen- 
ate pledged to constitutional prohibition. So far 
the “dry” candidates, as they are called, have 
scored a fair degree of success, In Atlanta, where, 
it is claimed, a reaction against prohibition has 
taken place, the ‘‘dry’’ candidate for state sen- 
ator was successful by a small majority in a can- 
vyass made exclusively on the prohibition issue. 

In view of the fact that in 115 of the 137 counties 
of Georgia prohibition under the local option law 
prevails it looks as thevgh the prohititionists 
could secure a prohibitory amendment if they 
wantit very badly. The local organizations which 
won prohibition victories in individual counties 
can easily be welded together in one compact or- 
ganization to work for the commou cause of con- 
stitutional prohibition if the temperance men have 
come to the conclusion that such a measure is pre- 
ferable to the present local option laws. Nothing 
short of a popular revulsion could prevent its suc- 
cess with so largea numberof counties already 
committed to temperance legisiation. 

While the contest is in this shape, the question 
as to whether probibition really prohibits in Geor- 
gia will not be given a decisive answer. When 
temperance men are straining every nerve to se- 
cure new legislation they are not apt to pay much 
attention to the enforcement of laws already exist- 
ing. Lawsthat are to be superseded will not te 
enforced by the men who desire to supersede them, 
and nobody else will take any interest in their en- 
forcementif they happen to be laws to prevent the 
sale of liquor. With the present outlook the en- 
forcement or attempted enforcement of prohibition 
in Georgia is probably put off until the constitu- 
tional prohibitiovists have shown whether they are 
in the ascendancy or not.

Manufactore What We Need Instead of 
Sending Elsewhere For It. 

“Tne Constitution's work in favor of 
home industries is a grand oné,” seid Mr, Don 
Bain, of Bain & Kirkpatrick, “but let me sug 
gest an amendment. The manufacturers thom- 
selves should stand by home enterprise, Now I 


know furniture manufacturers who send to | 


the north to buy all their castors and handles 
when the hardware merchants here can sell 
them just as low as they can buy them in any 
market in the world. They think they can 
buy as cheaply as we can, but they can’t do it, 
and they often pay the northern merchant 
more money than we could sell them the same 
goods for.” 

“Do you think this is general?’ 

“I do. Take lithographing for instance, 
You go through the manufacturers’ shops 
in this city and you will find that 
nine out of ten have their lithographing done 
in Detroit, Baltimore or other distant cities. 
Now, we have in Atlanta, in Budden & Son, as 
fine lithographers as there are in this country. 
They are working now three or four lithogra 
phers. If they could get the patronage of 
their home people they would have to employ 
a large number of lithographers, which would 
enlarge our population and increase our trade. 
I simply call attention to these two points, but 
there are others. The lesson to be learned is 
one of universal application. [very man 
should make up his mind to give home indus- 
tries the benefit of his patronage.”’ 

“What is your rule?” 

“Our rule is this: We buy everything we 
need in Atlanta if it is made here, or for sale 
here. If we cannot getitin Atlanta, we buy 
it at the nearest point it can be had. It would 
astonish you tosee how near we get all we 
want in the state of Georgia, or certainly in 
the south. If the rule we work on had gen- 
eral application, in a few years you could not 


mention an article that you could 
not find ie southern factory. 
Let us all come together on this 


platform, manufacturers as well as merchants, 
and the result will be beyond any of our cal:

THE EXCELSIOR FACTORY. 

At the last meeting of the manufacturers 
association Mr, Boyd made the point that the 
manufacture of excelsior, which is used for 
packing and stuffing furniture, beds, etc., 
would be profitable in Atlanta. It transpires 
that there is already a factory making excel- 
sior in the city. It is one of those hundreds 
of emall industries that are tucked away be- 
yond the popular thoroughfares that are pros- 
pering and growing. The trouble is that 
every pound of the product of this factory is 
taken up by the Southern Spring Bed factory, 
and until the proprietor enlarges his facilities, 
or pew excelsior factories are established, nine- 
tenths of that article which is used in Atlanta 
must be imported.

MEN COUNTRY 


Lecture of Dr. Hawthorne at the Opera House Last 
Night~The Men Who Bave Made the South 
Tliustrious by Their Intellect and Their 
Virtue—The Eloquent allusions. 


Last night Dr. Hawthorne deliverel at the 
opera house his lecture on “Dead Heroes of 
the South,’’ for the benefit of the Woman’s 
Chrietian association, of Atlanta, 

On the stage were Mra. B, F, Abbott, the 
president, and several other ladies promi- | 
nently connected with the management of the 
institution, Mayor Hillyer, Dr. Wharton, Mr, 
S, M. Inman, Mr. M. ©, Kizer, Mr. B, F, Ab- 
bott, and other well known citizens, 

Mr. Abbott, before introducing Dr. Haw- 
thorne, gave a briefsketch of the association. 
It was organized.jast year by a few ladies who 
were moved py the need of such an institution 
in Atlanta. [te object is to care for 
helpless women .and girls; to assist them to 
obtain homes and to gain a livelihood. Asa 
temporary homé the Hill building on Mariotta 
street was rented, and asthe association was 
without means, the first month’s rent was gon- 
erously paid by Mr. S.M.Inman, The associ- 
ation had nothing to start on but the zeal of 
the good women who organized it; it lived on 
a trust that the people of Atlanta would come 
toits support. One bleak dayin February 
last appeals for aid came to the association,and 
they were literally destitute of the means to 
respond, but soon, like the ravens to Elijah, 
there rolled up to the doors of the home a 
bountiful supply of food and fuel for the suf- 
fering poor, It has regularly organized ba- 
reanx for the better prosecution of its work. 
There is a burean of employment; 
a bureau of medical aid, etc. Thereis an ad- 
visory board of six gentlemen to assist the 
ladies in théir work. his institution, with 
its limited means, has distributed thousands 
of meals and given shelter to hundreds of de- 
serving poor. It has enabled many helpless 
women to obtain employment, and it has fairly 
started on the good york it proposes to do in 
Atlanta. 

Mr. Abbott commended the association 
heartily to theSgood offices of the people of 
this city, and then introdu:ed Dr. Hawthorne, 
who, he said, had kindly consented to deliver 
his lecture on the 

DEAD HEROES OF THE SOUTH, 

for the benefit of this laudable enterprise, Dr. 
Hawthorne was received with applause as he 
rose. His lecture of one hour’s duration was 
heard with the profoundest attention through- 
out. In opening his remarks he said that 
Pericles in his oration in memoryof the 
Greeks who had died in the Peloponesian war 
declared it to be the depth 
or justice to accord superior honors to the no- 
ble men who die fortheir country. There is 
no true man in the south who will not join in 
fitting tribute to the great and brave men who 
gave their lives for what they considered 
their country’s good. We thought we were 
right in our construction of the constitution 
which led to the war, ana we think s0 yet. 
[Applause.| But when we laid down our tat- 
tered standards at Appomatox. we were hon- 
est, and so help us God we will be true to the 
terms of that surrender. [Applanse.] So far 
as the south is concerned slavery and secession 
are dead forever. [Applause] But while we 
feel thus we are still loyal to the memory of 
our noble dead who gave theirlives and all 
in ourcause. It wasthe custom of many 
Roman families to keep busts of their distin- 
guished ancestors in their homes, that they 
might serve as the constant suggestion of noble 
lives and great deeds, and history recerds the 
names of many great Romans who came from 
families in which this custom was observed. 
Weshould teach our children to love and 
honor and imitate the yirtues of the dead 
heroes of the south. An association has been 
formed in the south with the laudable object 
of prererving the memory of these men in 
some enduring form. It is an object which 
should be dear to every southern heart. [Ap- 
plause.| A candid study of the history of our 
country will show us how mighty have been 
the men of the south in every work that affects 
its existence and its glory. George Washing- 
ton, “without whom,” Bancroft says, “the col- 
onies would not have won their independence,” 
Thomas Jefferson, who knew more ofthe pro». 
lems of government than any man of his time; 
James Madison, “the father of the constitu- 
tion;’ Patrick Henry, the resistless orator of 
the revolution—these were sons of the south 
in the early days of the republic. These 
great men kad worthy successors in the men 
of succeeding generations in the south. They 
have left a rich legacy of fame for their peo- 
ple which it is our delight and pride to con- 
template. When the Greeks commemorated 
their fallen heroes on the field of Marathon, 
they drew inspivation for great deeds, and so 
does the contemplation of the great and good 
ever elevate us, A fine tribute was paid to 
John C. Calhoun. The speaker reférred to 
many of the great men of the -south who took 
part in the civil war and the agitations which 
preceded and followed it. He said he hoped 
to see the time when the people of all sections 
of this country would unite to erect a grand 
monument to Robert FE. Lee. [Applause.} He was 
great inthe highestand noblest sense. The 
greatest of men is he who holds safe the cistle 
of bis inner self, and rules his own spirit amid 
all the storms that beset him. Such was 
Robert E. Lee. [Anplause. | 

Alexander Stephens was the friend of the 
people, the clean handed, clean hearted statgs- 
man who said: ‘‘The only thing [ fear’in 
this world is to do wrong.’ Benjamin H. 
Hil), the mighty debater, the thrilling 
orator, was the angel of wrath 
to political corruption. [Applause.] He was 
the Moses who led his peoplo out of bayonet 
bondage and through the wilderness of re- 
construction. His monument has already 
been erected and was unveiled in the presence 
of fifty thousand Georgians, who shook the 
granite beneath their feet aud rent the air 
with their proud shouts, 

The speaker made an eloquent allusion to 
William L. Yancey, the great orator of Ala- 
bama,and described one of his remarkable 
triumphs overa howling crowd in New York, 
whowere ready to mob him when he began, 
and when he concluded wanted to carry him 
in triumph through the streets. Raphael J. 
Semmes was the subject of a beautifal alla- 
sion. Bishop Pierce, Dr. Thornwell, Rev. 
Richard Fuller were gleo vamed with honor 
among the dead heroes of the south. “The 
noblest Roman of them all” is stiil liy- 
ing, and it was a great day when fifty 
thousand Georgians honored Jefferson Davis 
in Atlanta. In ancient times it was said that 
he who had not seen the Phidian Jupiter had 
pot attained one of the objects of life. How 
much higher is the privilege of looking into 
the face of a man like Jefferson Davis, whose 
character has come forth from fiery trials only 
brighter and better. [Great applause. | 

-The speaker concladed with an eloquent 
picture of the long night through which the 
south has passed and which is now breaking. 
He prayed God that Jefferson Davis might live 
to see tne full day of prosperity and happiness 
come upon the people whom he loves so well 
and has served so faithfully. [Continued ap- 
plauee. }

The Professor of Music Dispensed With—The 
Superintendent's Report. 


The board of education met in the High 
school building yesterday evening at 4 o’clock.

Harper, after several ineffec ual attempts to 
getthe bill changed, stepped into Hinman’s 
store, where he received silver pieces for the 
bill. Immediately after leaving the store 
Harper found a half dollar which he did not 
think was goud, and returning to the store 
showed it to Mr. Hinman, saying: 

“T don’t think this is good. Isn’t ita coun. 
terfeit?” -_ ¥ 

“Tt is all I have,” said Mr. Hiwnian, “and if 
you are afraid of that I'll have to give you 
your bill back.” 

Harper decided to keep the money, and go- 
ing back to the a house, gave the lady 
seven dollars, but kept the half dollar about 
which he had doubts. At police headquarters 
he turned the money over to Mr. Ryan, 
stationbouse keeper, who declared i¢ counter- 
feit.
